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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 20-25 are rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "crystallizing" in claim 20 is unclear. It could mean a) trituration with 
the nitrile/ketone, or b) dissolving in the warm nitrile/ketone, and then cooling, or c) 
dissolving in nitrile/ketone, and then adding some imspecified anti-solvent to 
precipitate. These are all totally different processes, and it is unclear which one is being 
referred to. 

The traverse is unpersuasive. Applicants have added concentration limitations, 
but these do not go to the nature of the problem. In addition, applicants have added the 
presence of water, but it is unclear how the water fits in. Is the compound dissolved in a 
mixture of water and the solvent, or is it dissolved in the solvent and then water is 
added? Does the water function as an anti-solvent?
